TO SUE NICARAGUA. 


DR. GONZALES NATURALIZED.

OAKLAND, Aug. 7.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] It now appears that the real 
reason that Dr. Juan de Velez Gon- 
gales renounced his allegiance to Spain 
and became a citizen of this country 
was to prosecute a claim against the 
government of Nicaragua for $2,000,000 
on account of the confiscation of two 
valuable coffee plantations during one 
of the revolutions in that country. Dr. 
De Velez, as he is generally known, ad- 
mits that he intends to prosecute his 
claim against Nicaragua, and states 
that he believes that, asa citizen of the 
United States, he will be able to pre- 
sent the matter with more weight. 
According to Dr. De Yelez’s state- 
ments, he left Nicaragua early in 189%, 
about the time the war between this 
country and Spain began. After his 
departure, he says, his coffee planta- 
tions were seized and confiscated by the 
government. He subsequently protested 
against the seizure of his property, and 
made a formal demnad for its restora- 
tion. As Spain was then involved in a 
war with the United States, he says his 
demand was not given consideration. 
Now Dr. De Velez proposes to present 
his claim as a citizen of the United 
States, and expects to receive a more 
favorable hearing.

Hackett and Whid- 
den, commander and mate ot the brig- 
antine, who have the maps said to have 
been drawn by a Nova Scotia miner, 
who is said to haye buried some treas- 
ure there, are disgusted with the gold- 
findi instruments which Justin Gii- 
bert, former court stenographer of this 
city, and Enyearl, a prospector, took 
the vessel. 

e Blakely was 101 days reaching 
the island from Victoria owi to the 
heavy weather which prevail at the 
time arriving at the island on April 
17. After a day's reconnoltering the in- 
struments were brought out, and the 
men started working at a point to 
which it pointed. After sinking a shaft 
twenty feet, another trial was made 
with the so-called gold-finder, and it 
pointed in another direction; in fact, 
every time it was brought out, it 
pointed in a different direction. Finally 
getting disgusted with it, Whidden and 
Hackett decided to test it with some 
gold coin on the beach. It failed to find 
the coin, and then a search for the 
treasure was made independent of it.

SHAW MAKING CHANGES. 

IMPORTANT RULING BY HIM.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Secretary 
Shaw is making a close apd critical 
study of the practices of the Treasury 
Department along a number of lines, 
and is determined to institute reforms 
where justice, or good business prin- 
ciples seem to require them. He made 
an important ruling today relative to 
the readmission to this country of 
articles of foreigh production Which 
had once been imported and duty paid 
thereon at the time of original im- 
portation. 

After careful consideration the Sec- 
retary has decided that the privilege 
of free reéntry may be properly ac- 
corded to all articles of foreign 
manufacture, or production, under 
proper safeguards for the protection 
of the revenues, provided the articles 
so admitted shail not have been ad- 
vanced in value, or improved in condi- 
tion while abroad. The articles should 
be registered with full description at 
the customhouse on exportation, and 
a certificate issued to the awer, and 
on their return they must be fully 
identified as the articles exported. 

The Secretary has issued instruc- 
tions to the Collector of Customs at 
New York in accordance with this de- 
cision. 

Heretofore the Department has held 
that no matter how many times an ar- 
ticle of foreign Manufacture was 
brought into this country, it must pay 
duty each time.

irrigation is to be done. As recently 
mentioned in The Times, the Denver 
Republican, which has throughout 
been unfriendly to the national irri- 
gation movement, in so far as that 
movement aims to provide homes fof 
bona fide settlers, has suggested that 
it would be wiser to undertake small 
irrigation projects throughout the 
country—in other words, to fritter 
the small amount of money available 
over a lot of little enterprises, that 
would form no objéct-lesson to the 
people at large of the immense ben- 
efits to be derived from irrigation on 
a large scale. Commenting upon this 
view of the question, the Great Falls 
Tribune of Montana, says: 


“National irrigation is not under- 
taken as a local improvement. If it 
were merely a question of giving a 
slice of ‘Congressional pork’ to each 
of the western States the present bill 
would never have passed. It has 
passed because the representatives of 
the whole country have recognized 
that it is a good thing for the whole 
country. They see that it will benefit 
the people of Massachusetta and Ohio 
just as it will benefit the people of 
Montana and Colorado. 

“Under these conditions the ques- 
tion of whether this or that State is 
to benefit first should not be consid- 
ered. Nor should any effort be made 
to divide up the funds available among 
the several States to be directly af- 
fected. The effort should be to find 
the most feasible irrigation enterprise 
and to start. work upon it. And it 
should be such an enterprise as wil) 
make a worthy showing after it is

age, due partly to the desperateness 
of his situation, and partly to innate 
characteristics. No right-minded per- 
aon, of course, will regret his death. 
His hand, by hic own election, was 
against all men; and the hands of all 
law-abiding men were necessarily 
against him. But, while all right- 
minded men will rejoice at the tak- 
ing-off of so de.yerate and dangerous 
a criminal, all must perforce regret 
the spoiling of so notable a man in 
the making of so bad a criminal. 
Had he seen fit to use aright the fac- 
ulties with which he was so gener- 
ously endowed by nature, Tracy 
might have made his mark in the 
world. He might have achieved dis- 
tinction as a soldier, or as a peace 
officer, devoting his life to the support 
of the laws instead of to tne break- 
ing of them. Instead of a name de- 
tested ana abhorred, he might — had he 
started right and kept his course— 
have won the respect and approbation 
of his fellow- men. 

The career of this notable outlaw 
is but one of the numberless illustra- 
tions of the fact that it pays to be 
honest, and that “the wages of sin 
is death. He had everything to gain 
by an upright life, and everything to 
lose by choosing the life of a crimi- 
nal and an outcast. He chose un- 
wisely—criminally—and lost all. His 
career and its fitting climax should be 
at once a lesson and a warning to 
all young men who stand at the 
threshold of the future, with the 
choice for good or for evil before 
them. Honesty is and has always 
been the best policy since the world 
began.

THE “CALL.” 
Exhibits Made to Prove 
lts Charges. 
Light Turned on Cage's 
Libel Suits. 


— 


Shipping Records and Other 
Documents Produced in 
Facsimile. 


In May the San Francisco Call pub- 
lished an article, or series of articles, 
covering several pages in that newspa- 
per charging that official corruption ex- 
isted at the State prison at San Quen- 
tin; that the records of that prison had 
been falsified; that dilis had been 

by convicts and false returns 
made to the State Controller; that Gov. 
Henry T. Gage was a beneficiary of 
these practices; that articles purchased 
for the prison and charged to the 
prison account were delivered to him 
and converted to his personal use. 
There .were other charges along the 
same general lines, the burden of them 
all being that Warden Martin Aguirre 
and Gov. Gage were using the prison 

their own personal ends. 

Soon after the publication the Gov- 
ernor instituted a so-called investi- 

tion into the affairs of the prison. 

is inquiry was not public, but was 
conducted, if at all, behind closed doors. 
As a result the Governor is said to 
have declared that he was satisfied witn 
the manner in which the affairs of the 
prison were conducted; that there wa» 
no truth In the charges of corruption 
; that the charges were entirely 
false. At the same time he announced 
that he would seek vindication at the 
hands of the courts and would sue the 
Call for libel. 

The Governor came to Los Angeles

criminal — for alleged libel 
against John D. Spreckels and W. 8. 
Leake, owner and manager, respec- 
tively, of the Cail. In his complaint he 
recited that the charges contained in 
the publication before referred to were 
false and libelous. He also, as a further 
ground for eriminal action excepted 
to a picture which the Call published as 
being a picture of himself. Upon the 
a the complaints Justice Down- 
ing issued warrants for the arrest ot 
Messrs. Spreckels and Leake. 

The defendants did not try to evade 

service of these warrants, ‘Sut they 

y and strenuously objected to 
having to come to Los Angeles county 
to try the case, when it might be tried 
in San Francisco with much less cost 20 
the State, and inconvenience to the 
witnesses and others interested. Art- 
ing within his rights as a citizen Attor- 
ney Boardman of San Francisco began 
a similar action against Messrs. 
Spreckels and Leake in the San Fran- 
cisco courts. 

Since that time the Governor has 
been trying all known legal ans 
to prevent the trial of the cases in the 
San Francisco courts, but has been 
beaten at every turm, and indications 
are that if the cases are ever tried the 
place of trial will be in San Fran- 


cisco. 

One result of the Governor's efforts 
to prevent a hearing of the cases in 
San Francisco has been to delay mat- 
ters until it is not now possible for 
the cases to be heard prior to the Re- 
publican primaries. The Call has all 
along declared that it is ready to meet 
the issue and prove the truth of what 
it has charged, but it has insisted that 
the proper place for trial is in San 
Francisco, in close proximity to San 
Quentin prison, and where the wit- 
nesses may easily be reached without 
great expense. It has invited the full- 
est judicial investigation and has urged 
and dared the Governor to meet it be- 
— a competent San Francisco trib- 
unal. 

Realizing that its efforts to secure 
trial there prior to the Republican 
primary elections would be futile, and 
believing that the delay was caused 
by the Governor in order that the evi- 
dence could not be presented before 
those primaries are held, the Call 
weeks ago published a statement to 
the effect that despite the action of 
the courts, despite the delays which 
the Governor might cause, it would, 
before the primary election, publish in 
full its evidence showing upon what 
its original charges were based. The 
Call of Wednesday contains the first 
chapter of this evidence. :

1901, “four 
crates of furniture“ were shipped to 
Domingo Mendias. Downey. endias 
is an employé of Gage on his Downey 
ranch, and lives near the entrance to 
the ranch. He son is a sort of fore- 
man on the ranch, and why he should 
receive such a quantity of furniture 
from the penitentiary does not appear, 
the inference being. of course, that 
the shipment was intended for Gage. 
Of what the furniture consisted, is 
not stated. 

On the same page of the paper ap- 
pears the caption, “Costly Lumber Se- 
cured by Felonies, Vast Amounts 
Charged to the Jute Ml.“ and under 
it in the text the particulars of the 
of fine furniture to 
given. There is

chair.” “weighing 235 pounds.“ 
another shipment “from San Quentin 
prison to Mrs. Gage” of one lounge 
weighing 200 pounds.” 

FORGERY CHARGED. 

It is charged by the Call that Con- 
vict Weber has admitted that acting 
under the instructions from his supe- 
riors, he forged accounts rendered by 
Levi Strauss & Co. of San Francisco. 
Particular reference is made to a bill 
for $112.13, which in that form is al- 
leged to have never appeared in the 
office of the State Controller. The Cal) 
presents what purports to be a copy of 
2 forged bill and also of the origt- 


nal. 

It is further charged by the Cal! 
that by a substitution of items in bills, 
table cloths were itemized for cloth. 
trimmings and gowns, and what pur- 
ports to be the original bill in this 
case is presented in facsimile; also the 
“doctored” bill. 

It is also charged that a bill was 
pasted together and forged under or- 


ders by a convict to hide the purchase 


of men's fashionable clothing. The 
Call devotes a quarter of a page to the 
presentation of alle documentary 
evidence of this kind. 

There is also what appears to be 4 
facsimiie of a bill showing the pur- 
chase of women's dainty robes which 
were billed as “napkins, etc.” ; 

To refute the statement of Goy. 
Gage that not a single cent of public 
money has been misappiied at San 
Quentin by Aguirre, the Call presents 
what purports to be photographs of 
two bills of Levi Strauss & Co., and 
in explanation of them says: : 

“On April 13, 1901, Levi, Strauss & 
Co. billed some goods to the State 
prison at San Quentin. The goods 
were not ordered on a requisition. 
They were ordered verbally. In the 
bill for $34.20 an item for one dozen

“The bill of Levi Strauss & Co. was 
never sent to the prison directors or 
the State Board of Examiners to be 
passed for payment. 

“A forged bill was made out by a 
convict acting under direction and the 
item for ‘gowns’ was changed to read 
‘half dozen tablecloths, damask. $15.’ 
With the certification of Commissrrv 
Foley and Warden Aguirre on the 
forged bill, the money was obtained 
from the State treasury. Warden 

sent the original bill, includ- 
ing the item of ‘gowns,’ back to Levi 
Strauss & Co., and with the money 
fraudulently obtained for the payment 
for ‘tablecloths’ secured a receipt from 
the wholesale house.“ 

With reference to this same bili the 
Call states that it secured from a life 
convict named Weber a confession 
that he had forged it, acting under or- 
ders from the worden. 

According to the Call, all the 
hibits it makes bear the “ok” stamp 
of the prison officials, and some of 
them are certified to as correct by 
Warden Aguirre.

“We will continue this presentation 
in facsimile, but those who read it wil] 
remember that it Is backed by a mass 
of oral testimony by credible witnesses 
which cannot be published until it is 
given under oath -efore a competent 
court. The Governor has relied upon 
preventing the republication of this 
evidence in other papers by their fear 
of prosecution for libel. But it ts no 


libel to republish shipping receipts and 


the forged bills. The shipping receipts 
trace prison-manufactured property 
from San Quentin to his house, and the 
forged bills are from the Sute records.

Whittier was carried for clean poli- 
tics last night, and it is safe to pre- 
dict that boss rule will be beaten at 
the primaries and the polls in that 
boasted stronghold of the Burns-Gage 
“push” in Los Angeles county. 

The ante-election clilmax of the move- 
ment against the Republican machine 
was reached at a mass meeting which 
packed Woodmen’s Hall to overflowing 
last night.

Opponents of the renomination of 
Gov.

The push will be given full rein 
at these caucuses and will have no op- 
position in putting through its slate 
for members of the State delegations 
from these districts. 

This action on the part of the Flint 
supporters simply means that they do 
not care to go into the caucuses and 
fight “push” methods preferring to 
submit their cause to the people at the 
primaries next Tuesday. 

Full Flint tickets, however, have 
been prepared and are made public.

These Flint tickets have been pre-

Win Land Oil in San Francisco Market 

at Twenty-two Cents a Bartrel—Sum. 
merland Combine Now Looks Like a 
Go—Fullerton Notes. 


_ A snag has been encountered in an 
unexpected quarter in relation to the 
construction of the Midland Pacific 
Railroad, that is to supply the northern 
oll field with an outlet to tidewater. In 
the agreement entered into between 
the railroad and\ the Bakersfield Board 
of Trade in regard to the form of the 
contract, in which the producers agree 
to ship 5000 barrels of oil a day over 
the line, there is no provision that 
the terminus of the road is to be at 
Bakersfield. 

As a matter of fact the railroad peo- 

le do not intend to extend the line to 

kersfie!ld, and it has leaked out that 
it is the intention to build the line on.y 
as far ay Sunset and the Midway, for 
the present at least. 

This arrangement is contrary to the 
expectations heretofore prevailing, and 
unless it is modified. the fields not 
reached by the new line will operate at 
a great disadvantage, unless the Santa 
Fé and Southern Pacific come to their 
relief. In order to do that, it will be 
necessary for them to meet the rate 
proposed by the new road, which is 22 
cents a barrel to San Francisco. Fif- 
teen cents a barrel will be charged to 
tidewater, and 7 cents additional to San 
Francisco by steamer. If the testimony 
given before the Raliroad Commission 


can be relied upon, the Santa Fé and 


Southern Pacific cannot do this. 

The railroad people agree to build the 
road to Sunset within two years, and 
spend $50,000 a month, otherwise for- 
feit all work done to the producers. 
and turn over the whole business. Dis- 
satisfaction is expressed in Bakersfield 
because that place has not been made 
the terminal, but the omoters say 
the Kern River field will be treated 
with on the same terms as Sunset, and 
that if the road is to be run through 
the proposition must come from the 
river field, when the railroad will be 
giad to take the matter up and sign, 
as in 

If the present programme is carried 
out, the advantage the 
West Side fields over the Kern River 
and McKittrick will amount to Iittle 
more than 15 cents a barrel.

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ARTICLE ON THE RELATION OF 
Congress Gold Company’s New Pump- 
ing Plant Dynemited—Bullion from 
the Arica Mountains—New Strike in 
the Oro Grande—Mining Notes. 


Mines and Minctals, of Scranton, Pa., 
for July, 1902, contains a very itnaterest- 
ingvatticie on “The Relation of. Vo 
canoes to Gres.“ The article was sug- 
gested by a statement made that in the 

nt Mont Pelee eruption quantities 
‘of molten gold and silver were in all 
probability discharged. In respect to 
this, Prof. Arthur Lakes, by whom the 
article was written, says: 

“Although it is an undoubted fact 
that the precious metals are in their 
occurrence largely associated with 
«ruptive mo.t.n rocks, it is also a 
curious fact that very Httle of them is 
known te be associated with modern 
crater eruptions, and while sulphur, 
sal ammoniac and various gases are 
obtained from some of the throats of 
somparatively recent slumbering or ex- 
tinct volcanoes, we do not remember to 
have heard of a single mine of im- 
portance of the precious metals being 
operated in the craters or on the flanks 
ot any of our more modern volcanoes. 
In Colorado the more recent forms of 
eruptive lavas, such as the basalts 
which oceur so abundantly in dikes and 
overtiows are notably barren, although 
they have frequently been prospected. 
We have heard reports that some of 
these basalts have on assay shown 
traces of goid and silver, but this can 
be said of nearly all our cruptive rocks. 
Nowhere, however, do these modern 
basaltic rocks have the precious metals 
in sufficiently concentrated forms to be 
mined or to be of value. Gold 
and silver are, however, never found 
in these lavas in rd pla tes of meited 
metal. The gold, if found at all, is dif- 
fused in and among the crystals form- 
ing their composition, or else is con- 
eentrated by action of water or heated 
vapors after the eruption, in veins or 
veinlets or weak places in or at the 
sid: of volcanic masses, and usually 
involved in the matrix of other and 
bu ser ores, The gold probably did and 
does come up involved in the volcanic 
matrix at the time of eruption, but it 
takes a long reries of processes to grad- 
ually leach it out of this matrix into 
veins and other available zones of con- 
centration. This process begins with 
that phenomena obrerved after an 
eruption when the volcanic forces and 
fires are dying down and expiring, viz., 
the solfataric period or the period of all 
kinds of noxious and powerful gases, 
accompanied by steam and heated wa- 
ters, hot springs, and the like. These 
may exist for centuries after the erup- 
tion and their effects may be studied tn 
almost all our mining camps. Their 
principal effects may be said generally 
to be decomposition and alteration of 
the rocks, leaching out of the pretious 
minerals, and depositing and concen- 
trating them in available forms in 
crevices and fissures opened by the 
eruption or by subsequent movements 
of the rocks.” 

DYNAMITED A PLANT. 

On the night of Saturday, July 26, 
the pumping plant of the Congress 
Gold Company. on Date Creek, Yava- 
pai county, Ariz.. was blown up with 
dynamite. and being 
badly wrecked. The ickenburg 
(Ariz.) correspondent of the Los An- 
geles Mining Review, writing about 
this, says: It was evidently the work 
of some of the striking miners, and 
was a piece of unwarranted vandalism, 
condemned by everybody in these 
trict. The plant has only lately been 
installed, and was intended to furnish 
water for the additional forty stamps 
lately added to the mill.

Strawberry Disease. 

An inquiry comes from San Bernar- 


dino as to the cause of the strange 


malady that has of late killed hun- 
dreds of thousands of strawberry 
plants in Southern Califernia. As the 
disease is manifest.in all solls and 


situations, it cann charged to any 
local conditions. e truth is that 
many growers have allowed their 


plants to become degenerate, and the 
plants are dying from lack of vitality 
rather than from any active disease. 
The best growers in the country can 
make nothing out of these weakened 
old vines, nor keep them from dying. 
But the prevalence of this trouble is 
alarming from the fact that it is at- 
tacking plants of only two years’ 
standing, and growers cannot afford 
to renew their plantations every year 
or 80. 

The remedy is to import your straw- 
berry vines from the East. Plants 
are offered, delivered here, at $3 per 
thousand, and they do not die of de- 
generacy. Renew from healthy, vital 
stock and little or no trouble will be 
encountered. On the other nand straw- 
berry fields planted from run-down 
stock that has been growing here too 
long are presenting a sorry sight. In 
many cases the  fine-looking vines 
wither and die in a few hours, entail- 
ing great loss to those who are de- 
pending upon this class of vinés for 
their summer's harvest. I do not 
know of any remedy that will cure 
these sick plants. If any one can sug- 
gest some line of treatment that would 
restore them it will be given space 
gladly; or give us some better expla- 
nation of the epidemic that has so de- 
pleted the strawberry fields of South- 


ern California during the last few 
weeks.

Pure - food Crusade. — 
The city ith office is just now 


engaged in/stirring up the milk and 
cheese men as they have not been for 
some time. The cause of the present 
agitation is the use of formaldehyde 
in the milk products offered for sale 
in this city. Analysis made by the 

ith office show the presence of this 
dangerous preservative in alarming 
prevalence. Consumers of dairy prod- 
ucts need not suppose local dairy- 
men are worse than t of other 
cities, for the use of “formatine”’ in 
milk is general. For the benefit cf 
those who are using formaldehyde in 
their milk foods every day I give a 
brief description of the article: It is 
a gas composed of carbon, hy Jrogen 
and oxygen, and is formed by lead- 
ing a vapor of methyl-alcohol over a 
heated platinum surface. When this 
gas ig dissolved in milk it becomes 


a powerful disinfectant, thus preserv- 


ing the milk at the expense of quality. 
When mixed with milk a compound is 
formed with the casein, producing 
in contact with the stomach fluiis a 
hard mass that the ferments cat not 
dissolve.

would become either polsonous or in- 
digestible. The work of the city health 
office is now being directed toward 
discovering to what extent food pre- 
servatives of the above kinds are be- 
ing used. Physicians agree that the 
use of antiseptics of sufficient power 
to kill the germs in meats and milk 
would be valuable for surgeons in dis- 
intecting their instruments, but should 
not be allowed to be mixed with the 
food stuffs offered for sale to the peo- 
ple. As a rule these preservatives 
should be avoided and the foods treat- 
ed with them also, the people depend- 
ing upon the health office and local 
chemists for information as to what 
foods are so treated. Los Angeles is 
in need of a competent chemist and one 
should be added to the health office as 
soon as possible. 

The city health office enforced a 
trial of the olive colorers a few weeks 
ago to the gatisfaction of those who 
wish to have only pure food offered 
for sale. Is the coloring matter used 
in olives more poisonous or otherwise 
detrimental than formaldehyde? It 
certainly is not, and the city authori- 
ties will not be doing the fair thing it 
they allow the milk and cheese men to 
go unpunished where they have used 
these detrimental preservatives.

Improving School Grounds. i 
It has been remarked that the school 
yards of Southern California are a 


disgrace to the landscapes. The poor 


condition of the playgrounds is chronic. 


ranging from tolerable to disreputable. 
As a rule, the schoolhouses are not 
located in ideal situations, though ideal 
sites could have been selected in most 
cases. One type is a flat adobe plain; 
another is a granite pe, or rocky 
mesa. Ranging between are sites with 
perfect soll and drainage, upon which 
plant improvements should thrive in 
exuberance. A few dozen loads of sand 
upon the black soils, or a coating of 
fertile soil upon the rocky ground 
would vastly improve the use of the 


yards and make possible their orna- | 


mentation, with but little outlay from 
the public treasury. In many cases 
furtive efforts have been made to beau- 
tify the schoo! premises, but no gen- 
eral agitation has been given to the 
subject of permanent improvement.

look. A bulletin is now in preparation 
by A. Campbell-Johnst to be issued 
from the County Superintendent's of- 
fice, giving directions in plotting, blant- 
ing and care. This bulletin will give 
many valuable hints upon the improve- 
ments of school grounds, and will be 
mailed to all the school officers of the 
county. I have no idea of what this 
pamphlet will contain, but we may hail 
its advent as the first general attempt 
to stir the minds of the people upon 
this important matter, When the agi- 
tation has reached the working point, 
the question of varieties of trees and 
shrubs will be up for settlement. In 
San. Diego county many favor the use 
of native shrubs for adornment, on ac- 
count of their hardy characteristics. 
For country school yards the exotics 
would be more suitable, as the chil- 
dren have the chaparral from which 
to study the native flora, and see less 
of the plants imported from other 
countries. By the same token the chil- 
dren of the city have less opportunity to 
become acquainted with the wild 
plants of the State. It is to be hoped 
that a parsimonious policy will not rule 
those school boards which get into line 
and seek to wipe out this diegraceful 
condition of neglect in our school yards, 
Then it will not be a quéstion of what 
plants will stand the most drought and 
hard usage, but what varieties will 
soonest turn our school yards into sites 
of beauty and utility. There are abun- 
dant means in the treasury of a ma- 
jority of the school districts of South- 
ern California to pay for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a little ar- 
boretum in each, and our people should 
take up this great work with their 
usual enterprise and 

Protecting Nursery Trees. 

The susceptibility of citrus nursery 
stock to frost is leading more than one 
nurseryman to the consideration of 
means of protection for the coming 
winter. One propagator who has 25,000 
fine buds coming on says he will build 
a lath house covering over the entire 
lot as they stand in the nursery rowe. 
He estimates the expense at $800. 
Whether this will prove protection in 
case of severe and continued frost is 
the question that will recur to every 
propagator who reads this item. If it 
shall, the cost of the lath house is not 
to be considered. Otherwise it is an 
outlay not to be thought of. From the 
experience of last year the matter of 
frost protection is a most serious mat- 
ter, the favorable settlement of which 
will determine the continuation of the 
citrus nursery business in a majority 
of the localities where trees can be suc- 
cessfully grown, and any’ information 
leading to the preservation of stock 
will be read with interest and profit. 

May I not save the citrus nurserymen 
from danger by making a suggestion, 
which, if eccepted, must be taken up 
now? Unless extreme cold prevails, 
nursery stock of this class may be 
rendered frost proof by ripening up 
the foliage in October and November. 
This can be done by timely irrigation 
and cultivation this fall. It has been 
the effort of citrus-tree propagators to 
get large trees by keeping them in con- 
tinued growth far into December and 
January. They thus become an easy 
mark for even light fmsts and are 
killed outright in severe weather. By 
cutting out both irrigation and cultiva- 
tion in early fall, the wood will be 
given the opportunity to mature, and 
this should be done even at the ex- 
pense of a few inches in tree height. 
Frost has proven the most merciless of 
tree trimmers, and often cuts off all 
the tender growth, thus reducing the 
height of the tree far below the ma- 
jurity point under proper treatment. 

Lath houses are only protective in 
so far as they succeed in keeping the 
soll warmth from escaping. After two 
or three very cold nights the soil has 
given up most of its latent heat, and 
the lath covering may prevent the 
sun's rays from depositing more heat 
through the day. This feature of the 
case will bear close investigation. But 
the proper maturing of the nursery 
trees before the winter frosts are due 
needs only suggestion to those who are 
familiar with the frost effects upon cit- 
rus trees, whether in orchard or 
nursery. When the tree grower suc- 
ceeds in getting his nursery stock to 
the highest point of resistance he is 
already protected and may later adopt 
the lath house, smudging, or any other 
additional protection he may think ad- 
visable. 


THE FRUIT FARM. 
A Mine of Apples. 

While digging for the foundation of a 
new house to be located on Swift street, 
in this village, says the  Galesburs 
(Mich.) correspondent of the New York 
Journal, a singular and timely discov- 
ery Was made. 

While the workmen were excavating 
at a depth of about five feet from the 
surface, Mr. Swinton, the owner of the 
property, noticed several balls of earth 
mingled with the soil that was being 
removed. From curiosity he examinea 
one of them and upon removing the ad- 
hering outside coating was dumbfound- 
ed to discover an apple enclosed. Others 


of the specimens were examined with 
similar results. 

As it is positively known that the 
ground there had not been disturbed 
for at least ten years, the matter was 
a mystery until Perry Somers, an aged 
citizen, remembere* hat in the early 
history of the village a tannery stood 
upon the spot, and that after the latter 
was abandoned the land became tem- 
porarily a garden. 

It is supposed that the soil, impreg- 
nated with the liquid used for tanning 
purposes years since, retained its pre- 
servative qualities and thus preserved 
the buri apples which were still 
fresh and eatable after ten years. They 
were of the Northern Spy variety.

Notes on Orange Budding. 

Orange trees can be budded almost 
any time when the bark will slip, pro- 
vided they are in a thrifty condition: 
but the best time is either as early in 
the spring as the bark will slip, so as 
to get a full summer's growth, or else 
as late in the fall as the bark can be 
peeled, so as to get en dormant bud. To 


of course, requires that the bud-wood 
should be kept through the winter. 
But experienced nus nen are prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of the late 
fall budding which makes what are 
known as dormant buds. Thereare sev- 
eral well-defined reasons for this: 

(1.) In October one can secure. the 
very best, fully ripened and devel- 
oped bud-wood. 

(2.) Buds “take” very easily at this 
late season. 

13.) They start just as soon as the 
sap begins to flow in the spring, which 
is at least two weeks before a bud can 
be successfully inserted, and from four 
to five week before a spring bud could 
be started out. | 

(4.) Dormant buds are always so well

Almonds in New York. 


The Journal of Commerce, New York, 
dated July 26, has the following on the 
spot almond market: 

There was noted today on the spot 
a marked advance in some quarters on 
Tarragona almonds, following efforts 
on the part of several operators to 
purchase here. These efforts are be- 
Heved to have been the results of higher 
cable advices from abroad. One cable 
quoted the equivalent of 11% cents cost 


jaid down. A bid of 11% cents on the 
spot for a -sized lot was turned 
down, and holder advanced to 11% 
cents. 


It is believed that this figure repre- 
sents now the general view, although 
a lower bid on a small lot might pur- 
chase on firm offer. Reports from 
abroad indicate a stronger tendency, 
both on old crop and futures, and this, 
in connection with the strong tone 
noted in both Spanish and California 
almonds, has, it is believed, induced 
the effort to purchase on the spot. 

re is also noted a strong up- 
ward tendency in spot filberts, with 
business turned down in one quarter at 
8% cents. Most holders are unwilling 
to sell at this figure, and up to 8% 
cents is quoted by several. There is a 
better inquiry all around for walnuts, 
and chilis are quoted at 8 cents to 8% 
cents spot and to arrive by some re- 
ceivers.—{Fruit Grower.

The poorest time to eat fruit is at 
the conclusion of a hearty dinner, 
when a variety of other food has been 
already consumed. Eat acid foods in 
the morning, just before breakfast, 
taking with them a little bread and 
butter if the plain fruit is not accept- 
able. Cooked fruit may be eaten at 
any time, and much digestive disorder 
could be averted if this distinction were 
observed. 

Fruit is wholesome, according to the 
same authority, only when it is in 
proper condition, ripe and fresh. [ts 
deserved good reputation has been 
much impaired by the influx in our 
markets of half-ripe and stale fruit, 
which is about the most unwholesome 
food that can be eaten. In general, 
fruit is less wholesome when eaten out 
of its natural season. 


THE FARM. 
Rice Growing Along the Colorado. 
The growing of rice in the United 


States has rapidly increased in im- 
portance during the last few years. 
Recent articles which we have b- 


lished in this connection have caYled 
forth some question as to over-produc- 
tion of rice in Lovisiana and Texas, 
those being the principal rice pro- 
ducing States. This is not a serious 
one. The truth is that the rice area 
of the United States is wholly inade- 
quate to produce rice enough. To say 
that the narrow strip of land along 
the coast of the Gulf of Mexico, ex- 
tending for only a few hundred miles 
is capable of over-stocking, with a 
wholesome and nutritious cereal, a 
market In which 80,000,000 people buy 
is an absurd proposition, and to say 
that the producers may glut the mar- 
ket is sheer folly. As a rule the rice 
grower, unlike the old-time cotton 
planter, is the master of his crop and 
may market it when and where 
the best price is procurable; he is not 
under bond to deliver it to a factory 
as soon as grown, but may sell at his 
discretion and leisure: if he needs 
money his goods are an acceptable se- 
curity, and he can pledge a part of 
them to meet his temporary needs: 
there is absolutely no good reason for 
rushing his product upon a market 
over-burdened and then complaining 
of over-production if the price is not 
right.—{Rice Age. 


Harvesting the Buckwheat Crop. 

The most common method where 
small quantities are raised is to wait 
until the seed is well matured, that is 
past the drought stage, then cut and 
put into small shocks, allowing to re- 
main until thoroughly dried out. In 
some sections the binder is used for 
harvesting buckwheat, but the 
branching habit of the plant makes 
the use of the binder impracticable 
where only small areas are grown. 
The modern binder will cut and bind 
buckwheat fairly well, but as the 
stems are succulent, containing a large 
amount of moisture, it does not dry 
out well when placed in bundles. 

The crop can be stacked and 
threshed as other small grains. The 
ordinary wheat thresher wtil do the 
work very well provided the screens 
are properly adjusted. A set quite dif- 
ferent from those used when thresh- 
ing wheat or oats is required. Where 
only half an acre or so is sown for 
bees and it is mot practicable to use 
the threshing machine, the crop can 
be tramped out on a barn floor with 
horses. When thoroughly dry the seed 
comes out readily, and after the straw 
is removed, can be run through a fan- 
ning mill and thoroughly clecned. It 
makes excellent chicken feed 
wanted for flour. A few bushels taken 
to the local miller or exchanged will 
supply a family with buckwheat cakes 
for the entire winter.—{Orange Judd

Farm Hands’ Union Reported. 


Reports come from Illinois of a so- 
called farm hands’ union in a locality 
on the Mississippi River, says the Ru- 
ral New Yorker. One of the organiz- 
ers is reported to have made chis state- 
ment: 

The present wage of the harvest 
hands is $1.75 a day. We will demand 
$2. The hours, too, must be shorter, ten 
hours being the time that ig most in 
favor by the men. We shall not at- 
tempt to set the time when work be- 
gins, but we shail maintain that eu man 
cannot be worked longer than ten 
hours unless he is paid at the rate of 
time and one-half. Each man will be 
given a working card and a walking 
delegate will be allotted to oversee two 
farms to see that the rules of the un- 
ion are observed. Any farmer violating 
the rules will be fined, and unless it is 
paid within forty-eight hours, the men 
will be ordered to stop work. 

Efforts have been made before now to 
organize farm hands in this way, but 
generally without success. As a rule, 
farm hands are well treated and have 
a fair chance. There is less reason for 
their organizing than for other classes 
of workmen to form unions. Possibly 
in harvest time the walking delegate 
mentioned above might keep busy, 
but in ordinary farming there would 
be no use for him. Again and again 
farmers have kept their men through 
the winter at a loss rather than turn 
them adrift.

The Smaller Agricultural Exports. 


As pointed out in these columns re- 
cently the exports of certain agricul- 
tural products have fallen off sharply 
the past year compared with the high- 
water mark. This was notably true 
of corn and cattle, and provisions. With 
losses in other farm products the to- 
tal domestic exports of four items, 
breadstuffs, provisions, cotton and 
mineral olls were only $775,625.000 in 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1902, 
against $867,239,000 one year earlier, yet 
somewhat greater than two and three 
years ago. 

The lostes indicated are confined to 
products of the farm, but in nowtse 
reflect any falling-off in the excellent 
hold we have tn foreign markets, Our 
exports of cotton somewhat exceed

to lower ce there was some loss in 
dollars. he falling-off in exports of 
cattie formed one of the most unsat- 
isfactory features of the year’s busi- 
ness.

994 cattle, against 401,575 preceding 
year, and the loss in value was placed 
at upward of $8,000,000. This was due 
in large part to the very high prices 
prevailing on this side ever since last 
winter, interfering greatly with the ex- 
port trade. We sent abroad more 
canned beef than a year ago, but less 
fresh and salted beef. Exports of ba- 
con, fresh pork and lard fell off sharp- 
ly, but we sent abroad more cured 
hams. The comparatively high price 
of butter has prevented very heavy 
exports, these ees 15,081,000 pounds 
for the year, against 22,652,000 pounds 
in 1901. Exports of were 26,- 
800,000 pounds, against 39,114,000 pounds 
year earl 

In bal the exports of corn 
were of cou very small, this being 
frequently noted in our pages; total 


dor the fiscal year only 26,324,000 bush- 
ela, against 176,588,000 bushels in 1801. 
E rts of oats were only a quarter 


those of preceding year; rye and bar- 
ley somewhat larger. Exports of 
wheat show a gratifying gain for the 
year, 153,893,000 bushels compared with 
131,498,000 in 1901: flour 17,509,000 barrels 
against 18,534,000 barrels in 1901. Total 
exports of wheat and flour, last re- 
duced to bushels, were 232,683,000 bush- 
els in year ended June 30, 1902, total 
exports in 1991 were 214,901,000 bushels,

THE POULTRY YARD. 


Poultry and Farming. ‘ 

A combination of poultry with*scien- 
tific farming will bring results sur- 
prisingly satisfactory to those who 
have been plodding along, tilling the 
soll and carting the products to mar- 
ket at the season's end. 

Poultry fills in a vacant spot in the 
farmer's life, when time cannot be 
otherwise profitably employed. The 
time given to the care of a few hun- 
dred chicks is so small one rarely no- 
tices it, and the cost, compared with 
the returns, is so very small that none 
should hesitate to give it. The little 
ci§cks are cared for by the women 
folks, and before we realize that 
spring has passed, the chicks have 
grown to maturity, and are ready to 
begin returning a profit to offset the 
cost of raising. 

The food which they have consumed 
can be counted as nothing, since it 
has all been raised on the farm, and 
would have perhaps gone to waste 
were it not for the fowls which gather 
it up. 

The hogs, the cattle, the horses—all 
waste and scatter corn and oats, and 


the patient hen gathers all up, 


ever content to go her way. 

„A good hen will lay from twelve to 
fifteen dozen eggs a year, all of which 
are worth, whether on our table or in 
the market, fully fifteen cents a dozen. 
Now, let any farmer figure on this, 
with nothing to deduct as cost, and 
say it is not business policy to have 
@ flock of hens along with his other 
farm products. Let him stop to think 
of what his table would cost, were it 
not for the chickens and eggs, ever 
ready to be served, and he will cer- 
tainly gladly give a little time to this 
one branch of the farmer's products.— 
{Farmer's Voice. 


Breeding and Keeping Swans. 

Swans are the most graceful of all 
breeds of waterfowl, and their keeping 
is easy, provided surroundings are 
congenial. Ponds that are freshly fed 
by springs and that have . shallow 
banks, covered with vegetation, are 
their favorite abiding piaces. Make 
an artificial float, covered with a smali 
partly uncovered house, and anchor 
the same in the middle of the pon, 


ing place for them. Cover it three in- 
ches deep with straw and allow their 
instinct to do the rest. 

Swans mate in pairs and the female, 
if more than two years old, is a 
persistent sitter and watchful mother. 


days, after hatching on the water and 
guard their every movement with ma- 
ternal care. Feed them three times 
daily with chopped greens, such as 
lettuce, watercress and young rye, and 
when five days old add some finely 
broken bread. Throw this in the water, 
teach them a certain call and they will 
soon learn to come to you for their 
feed. When four weeks old wheat, 
buckwheat and cracked corn may be 
given them, placed in troughs along 
the wateg edge. 

A swan will lay from 22 to 20 eggs 
annually and if, as said, all conditions 
are favorable, a large percentage of 
them should hatch and live. They are 
hardy and do not need any extra 
houses or care, even in tHe coldest 
winter. Treat them as you would 
treat old and hardened geese. Great 
precaution should be exercised in buy- 
ing mated stock birds, as many irre- 
sponsible breeders sell two male swans 
for a pair. The goose test, if applied 
to swans, will reveal their sex.—[Ex- 
change. 


| THE DAIRY. 
Milk Fever. 

In a bulletin from the Mississippi 
Agricultural Experiment Station pre- 
ventive and curative measures for the 
milk fever in cows are given, which 
should be of special value to those 
who have animals suffering from this 
disease, or which show a tendency to 
At the outset it is stated 
that the disease is most likely to ap- 
pear in heavy, deep milkers, which 
means our most valuable dairy cows. 
The preventive measures consist 
chiefly in regulating the diet and bow- 
els of the cows previous to calving, 
when the fever is most likely to ap- 
pear. A very rich diet at such times 
is dangerous. It is even necessary 
to take the heavy milkers from rich 
pastures and put them on thin and 
scanty ones. If stall- fed, they must 
be given a diet that can be easily 
digested and one that it not very rich 
and heavy. The animals must have 
pienty of exercise, and milking should 
be thorough two or three times a day. 
Cows that have suffered with milk 
fever are very apt to have a second 
attack during calving time, but a lit- 
tle attention to the diet, exercise, fresh 
air and careful milking will generally 
prevent a recurrence. Deep milkers 
should be watched at such times, 
whether they have ever had the fever 
or not. They may in this way be pre- 
vented from suffering an attack. 

Curative treatment is more difficult 
and complicated than preventive, and 
many cows with milk fever have been 
drugged to death to cure them. Usual- 
ly the safest course is to have a vet- 
erinary surgeon who understands his 
business well to take charge. The 
so-called Schmidt's treatment is said 
by the Mississippi bulletin to be gen- 
erally successful, but this is not a 
simple operation for one not accus- 
tomed to it. It consists in washing 
out the udder with a solution of the 
iodide of potash. After washing thor- 
oughly outside with warm water and 
soap, and then with a five per cent. 
watery solution of carbolic acid, two 
or three drams of iodide of potash, 
dissolved in a quart of warm water,
